GIRL DELINQUENCY ALARMS 
JUDGE—FUTURE MOTHERS 
ENDANGERED 


CHICAGO. — Judge Frank H. Bicek 
of the Juvenile court pointed yester- 
day to records of arrests showing how 
serious the girl delinquency problem 
has become. 

“We must preserve the mothers of 
tomorrow,” he said. “Indiscretions 
among teen aged girls are increasing. 
The resulting destruction of character 
and the destruction of mind and body 
by disease will have its full effect upon 
the coming generation.” 

Promiscuous behavior of young girls 
today is creating a large number of 





potential prostitutes for tomorrow, 
said one expert, speaking recently be- 
fore the Committee of Fifteen, an or- 
ganization that has been fighting vice 
in Chicago for 36 years. 

Park district police records show 
that the numbers of persons arrested 
for juvenile delinquencies, including 
intoxication and other offenses in 
Grant Park, has increased 200 per 
cent during the first 23 days of June 
compared with the entire month or 
May. 

Lt. Joseph B. Starshak, head of the 
police bureau of missing persons, re- 
ported that during May 126 girls, all 
under 18, were missing overnight irom 
their homes. Fourteen of them are 
still missing. 

Judge Bicek, in his annual report on 
the Juvenile court, said sex delin- 
quency was becoming the most seri- 
ous juvenile problem. During 1942, the 
number of girls committed to institu- 
tions increased 13 per cent over i941. 

Figures for 1943 are more alarming. 
These show a 40 per cent increase in 
juvenile delinquency cases during the 
first five months of the year. 


Drinking Aids Downfall 

A Chicago Tribune reporter stood 
at Randolph and Dearborn streets for 
ten minutes last Saturday evening 
and watched five pickups. Police- 
women said these pickups often lead 
to a few drinks at a bar, or from a 
bottle in Grant Park. The girls become 
intoxicated, and, rather than face 
their parents in that condition, spend 
the night in the park.

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Che ospel Nessage of Christ 


Text: “The Spirit of the Lord is up- 
on me, because he hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor; he 
hath sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to the 
captives, and recovering of sight to 
the blind, to set at liberty them that 
are bruised.” Luke 4:18. 


INTRODUCTION: The gospel is the 
long-sought “Christ message” to a be- 
nignted world of turmoil and sin. At 
last the cry was made, not by a voice 
in the wilderness only, but by the 
author and finisher of an eternal sal- 
vation for all men. It was a free mes- 
sage to the poor and needy, given in 
time of trouble as an anchor of the 
soul, a fountain of life to the thirsty, 
the bread of life to the hungry, a 
prison opener to the shut-ins. It is the 
will of God endorsed by the death and 
blood of His Son, witnessed by the 
angels, preached by the apostles, and 
believed by the millions. It is the 
Word of God, a two-edged sword, 
quick and powerful. It is a beacon toa 
dark world; it destroys the carnal 
mind and adds a new life to its be- 
lievers. 


Christ Message 


It was noted as “the Christ mes- 
sage” and recorded as same by Mark, 
1:1, “The beginning of the gospel of 
Christ, the Son of God.” From the 
king’s balcony the people had heard 
their message, the prophets’ words 
had fallen upon their ears, but never 
a man spake as this man. His words 
were authoritative as if backed by 
some dynamic power; all power in 
heaven and earth was given unto Him. 
He read His own words tor His first 
message to the people. The text was 
directed to the poor, blind and brok- 
enhearted men and women. Not many 
noble and not many mighty men were 
called; the rulers have not believed, 
but the poor heard Him gladly. By 
this way of preaching He made o1 Him- 
self no reputation, His message was 
one and for all people. A strange mes- 
sage it was; many were amazed and 
some were astonished at His preaching, 
however, others decided to follow Him 
wneresoever He went. John came 
preaching “the kingdom of God is at 
hand.” He said nothing of the gospel, 
only referred to Him that was to 
come. When Christ was come He 
added to the words of John by saying, 
“Tne time is fulfilled, and tne king- 
dom of God is at hand: repent ye, and 
believe the gospel.” The Jews believed 
in God, but Christ wanted them to be- 
lieve in His message also, for it was a 
story filled with glad tidings. As many 
as received His message to them gave 
He power to become the sons of God. 
It is a message of translation, which 
delivers from darkness and translates 
us into the kingdom of His dear Son. 
Col. 1:13. 

His Text 

“He hath anointed me to preach the 
gospel.” Christ first awaited the 
anointing before He endeavored to 
anoint others with the joy of glad 
tidings. The use of the text implies the 
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opening of the gospel dispensation, 
tne close of the law age, the writing 
of His laws into the heart of the be- 
liever. A new way of life, worship and 
atonement for sins was outlined in 
His text. He was a Spirit-filled min- 
ister. The words He spake were not 
His own, but those of Him who had 
sent Him. As we endeavor to preach 
the Christ message, the Spirit of the 
Lord should rest upon us. We are not 
to preach our words but the message 
of Christ. Every minister should feel 
the Spirit and possess the facts em- 
bodied in the text of our Lord, then 
we are in readiness to preach the ac- 
ceptable year of the Lord. 


Paul and the Gospel 


Paul was a great preacher, however 
before his conversion he was a most 
outstanding critic of the message of 
Cnrist. But now he preaches the taith 
he once destroyed. “For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ; it is 
the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth.” His calling 
was not to baptize but to preach the 
gospel, and “woe unto me if I preach 
not the gospel. I am ready to preach 
the gospel to you that are at Rome 
also. My preaching was not with en- 
ticing words of man’s wisdom, but in 
the demonstration of the Spirit and 
power.” The preaching of the Christ 
message was foolishness to them that 
perish, but unto us which are saved 
it is the power of God. Paul was head 
of the early Church and admonished 
the Church to follow him as he fol- 
lowed Christ. We ministers of the 
present Church age should follow his 
advice and endeavor to know nothing 
but Jesus Christ and Him crucified in 
our ministry. -The Christ message 
bearers are highly esteemed. “How 
beautiful are the feet of them that 
preach the gospel of peace, and bring 
glad tidings of good things.” The min- 
ister should first have his feet shod 
with the preparation of the gospel of 
peace, ready to preach in season and 
out of season. Preparation is the first 
goal line of a successful minister. Fear 
not to declare the gospel message; 
God has made preparation to supply 
your need. “Even so hath the Lord 
ordained that they which preach the 
gospel should live of the gospel,” 1 
Cor. 9:14. 

World Gospel 

“Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 
A universal message of one spirit for 
all kindreds. The effect of the message 
is the same upon all hearts in all re- 
mote sections of the earth. The be- 
lievers are saved by grace and that 
not of themselves, it is the gift of God. 
God would have all men to be saved, 
however they must hear the same 
story to be saved. “Then how shall 
they call on him in whom they have 
not believed, and how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have not 
heard, and how shall they hear with- 


out a preacher?” What a grave re- 
sponsibility rests upon the ministry 
ot the gospel. “If the gospel be hid it 
is hid to tnem that are lost, but woe 
unto them that preach not the gos- 
pel.” Remember tnat the “god of tnis 
world hath blinded the minas of them 
that believe not, lest the light of the 
gospel of Cnrist snould suine uno 
tnem.” If that “go ye” gets into our 
hearts as it should, they will soon 
hear the message and tne light of 
lite will ray upon them in the hope 
of immortality with Cnrist in the end. 
What snall be the end of them that 
obey not tne gospel ot God? Tne end 
is eternal destruction, but how about 
the man wno taus to use tne 
talent your Lord gave you? It 
is high time that we place tne can- 
dle upon the candlestick that all 
in the nouse may nave light. Tne 
light of the gospel must reach the 
ends of the eartn before the coming 
ot the Son of man. Wnat are we ao- 
ing to get it to the masses lost with- 
out Christ? “When tne gospel of the 
kingdom has been preached in all the 
worid tor a witness unto all nations, 
then shall the end come,” Matt. 24:14. 


An Open Door 


“As we therefore have opportunity, 
let us do good.” The offer of the fu- 
ture is bright for the sake of lost 
souls in all parts of the earth. Our na- 
tion will be looked to from all the 
earth for food, clothing, etc.; in fact, 
plans are now being worked out to 
care for the war-fated nations after 
the war. A grave responsibility it will 
be, however we are tne wealthiest na- 
tion on earth. By the favors of God 
and the message of Christ in the 
hearts of our torefathers, we are a 
free people. The message of Christ 
has been preached extensively tor 
many a century in our country. Sure- 
ly it isn’t this part of the world that 
we need to invade with the gospel 
message. It is high time that we pre- 
pare to enter those nations with the 
message they will be eager to hear— 
an open door to feed the nungry war- 
torn souls with the true bread of life. 
We shall receive the greater recogni- 
tion since it appears that the U.S.A. 
will be the governing center of the 
world, at least for a time after the war. 
Our missionaries will be gladly received 
by other nations under tne United Na- 
tions governing policy. The Church of 
God snould awake to the fact that we 
must now prepare to do a good job 
of it after the war. We are able to 
give and give more liberally now than 
we will be in time to come. We must 
back the gospel armament in order 
to swing our full force into the battle 
for the last stand, verhaps, against 
the enemy of all righteousness. The 
closing period of the gospel dispensa- 
tion is at hand; if we work at all, we 
will have to work while it is day for 
the night cometh. The day is here, 
we have the facts before us; shall 
we stand at the gate of the vineyard 
all day while others work and prepare

Casualties 


After the loss of 7,500 soldiers killed, 
wounded and missing in the conquest 
of Sicily, total United States casual- 
ties since Pearl Harbor were an- 
nounced as follows: Army—70,872, in- 
cluding 9,209 killed, 20,159 wounded, 
21,764 missing, 19,740 prisoners of war; 
Navy—21,573, including 7,852 killed, 
2,561 wounded, 8,914 missing, 2,246 
prisoners; Marines — 7,099, including 
2,005 dead, 2,506 wounded, 663 missing, 
1,925 prisoners; Coast Guard—363, in- 
cluding 182 dead, 22 wounded, 158 
missing, 1 prisoner; Merchant Marine 
—4,751, including 627 dead and 4,124 
missing. 


Germany Destroys the Jews 


The German murder toll in Poland 
is reaching a new high with the total 
victims estimated at three million five 
hundred thousand, including two mil- 
lion Jews, according to Wladyslaw 
Banaczyk, Polish Minister of Home 
Affairs. 

While “it is impossible to extermi- 
nate the Jews, Germany will be de- 
stroyed even as was Sodom and 
Gomorrah,” it was declared by the 
Archbishop of Muenster during the 
course of a Whitsuntide sermon deliv- 
ered in the Muenster Cathedral, ac-, 
cording to the anti-Nazi underground 
radio in Germany. 
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Che Lord Requires Fruit 
From What He Sows 


The way to advance our own inter- 
ests is to advance our Lord’s. 


The more devoted the life, the more 
blazing the glory. 


Our Lord devotes His fullest parable 
(Luke 19:1%«27) to covering the en- 
tire field of Christian responsibility 
for two thousand years. For between 
the going away of the nobleman to 
obtain a kingdom (the ascension) and 
His return (the second advent) 
stretches the exact period of the his- 
tory of the Church, during which be- 
sides Christian believers there are on 
earth no “servants” of God—a title by 
which the apostles loved to describe 
themselves (Rom. 1:1; 2 Peter 1:1; 
Jas. 1:1; Jude 1). As “child” or “son” 
is the title of privilege, so “servant” is 
the title of responsibility, in one and 
the same man, who is both a member 
of the family of God and a servant in 
the household of faith. 

Now our Lord casts the main em- 
phasis on the third servant — seven 
verses are devoted to the servant who 
was a failure, and only three each to 
the successful servants; therefore, on 
this servant’s identity depends 
Christ’s main teaching in the para- 
ble; and unless we understand that 
he may be ourselves, ours will be a 
concealed peril, like a mantrap hidden 
under forest leaves. For every truth, 
appropriated, falls on the soul like an 
electric shock; whereas it is obvious 
that the believer who denies the appli- 
cation of the passage to himself, while 
he may be committing every offense 
of which the third servant can be 
guilty, so encases himself in a coat of 
steel that God’s sword falls on him 
blunted and harmless. It is of vital 
import to know the spiritual standing 
of the third servant. 


“His Own Servants” 


Now this servant is proved a child 
of God by the following facts: (1) 
Equally with the other servants he is 
entrusted with our Lord’s goods on 
His ascension; but Christ has never 
entrusted, and never does entrust, His 
work on earth to the unsaved: there- 
fore this is a saved soul equally with 
the rest. Jesus calls them all “His own 
servants”; literally, “slaves,” bought 
with their Master’s money, and owned 
by His. The servants differ greatly in 
capacity—in the extremes, as five to 
one; but they differ not at all in the 
possession of a common trust. (2) The 
three servants are judged together, at 
one spot and at one time; but the 
wicked dead are not judged until the 
Great White Throne (Rev. 20:5,12), a 
thousand years after the judgment of 


the redeemed. So also the slothful . 


servant is judged last of the three, as 
last risen and last rapt; for he is “the 
servant which knew his Lord’s will, 
and made not ready, nor did accord- 
ing to His will” (Luke 12:47). More- 
over, as this judgment is in the sky, 
the only access to which is by rapture, 
all the unsaved are of necessity physi- 
cally excluded. None van reach the 
judgment seat except the saved. (3) 
All three are judged, like the seven 
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churches, solely on the ground of their 
works. Their faith in, and love for, 
the absent King are implied and as- 
sumed. Their standing is never chal- 
lenged. If the third servant were an 
unsaved soul, his works could in no 
way and on no ground be accepted. 
Between the two advents, it is the re- 
deemed alone who are judged accord- 
ing to their works; for only those who 
have received from Christ can work 
for Him. (4) Overwhelming is the 
final proof. In the twin parable of 
the pounds, the unsaved are placed in 
careful contrast with the saved, as 
citizens and as servants, the only two 
classes in the world sharply sunder- 
ing mankind. The servants our Lord 
entrusts with His all on earth; the 
citizens send the message after the 
ascended Christ: “We will not have 
this man reign over us.” “Whilst the 
one servant represents an inactive 
member of the body of Christ, the 
Church, who failed to perform his 
duty, these citizens are open rebels, 
and hence their Lord orders them to 
be killed. It is evident that this penal 
proceeding is essentially distinguished 
from the reproof administered to the 
one servant.” 

So we arrive at the judgment it- 
self. Christ gives to each servant what 
He sees he can wisely use, as much as 
he can handle and profit by. No serv- 
ant can say, “Lord, Thou gavest me 
nothing.” No servant is expected by 
Christ to produce results greater than 
his abilities or his opportunities. The 
poorest, the most unlettered. the most 
obscure have the “very little” which 
yet can coin enormous future wealth. 
But the third servant so undervalues 
his opportunity as to bury his talent 
in the earth—in earthliness; his car- 
nality is his shame because he is a 
child of God, and as such betrays his 
trust. “The circumstance rendering 
him guilty is, that he to whom the 
monev belonged was no stranger to 
him, but his master, to whom he was 
bound as a servant.” For it is not the 
possession of the talents that deter- 
mines our reward, but solely our use 
of them. So Jesus describes the third 
servant as the exact opposite of the 
first two. Instead of “good” and 
“faithful.” He says he is “wicked” and 
“slothful”; not “good” in the general 
sense, but a good servant, and so not 
“pad” (or “wicked”) in a general 
sense, but a bad servant. The good- 
ness of the one consisted in his faith- 
fulness; the badness of the other in 
his sloth. “This distinctive name com- 
prehends all his guilt, Thou slothful 
servant” (Stier); unprofitable (Matt. 
25:30), but not regenerate, or apos- 
tate. He did not misemploy, nor em- 
bezzle, nor squander, but simply hid 
his money. 


A Servant of God Who Has Made 
Nothing of His Life 

So what exactly does our Lord 
charge him with? Unbelief, unregen- 
eration, rebellion, apostasy, adultery, 
theft, murder? Nay; it is simply a 
servant of God who has made noth- 
ing of his life. All he has done wrong 
is merely to withhold his powers 
from serving God. He hoarded when 
he ought to have expended. He had no 
sacred sense of responsibility. “The 
parable is not for gross sinners. The 
warning is for those who, being 
equipped of God for a sphere of activ- 
ity in His kingdom, hide their talent.” 
He says, “As I cannot be so holy as 
God requires, I give up the attempt 
to satisfy such strictness. I object pro- 
foundly to the doctrine of reward ac- 
cording to works, and deny all re- 
sponsibility in a servant of Christ be- 
yond his responsibility to maintain 
the gift of grace with which he was 
entrusted at his conversion. But his 
answer (as his Lord says) implies that 
he knew the truth. The Judge answers 
—your very consciousness of the se- 
verity of the principle ought to have 
made you more careful, not less so, to 
meet its requirements. “Thereby must 
the evil servant bear testimony with 
his own mouth to the innermost 
truth, and the most perfect right, ac- 
cording to which the Lord requires 
fruit from what He sows or gives— 
that God demands fruits and works.” 
For the believer to have at his judg- 
ment only what he had at his conver- 
sion (the one talent) will be his con- 
demnation. As his life had been nega- 
tive, so is his punishment: he is cast 
into the darkness outside the bril- 
liantly lit festal hall. “Nothing is said 
here of any further punishment of the 
servant; enough that he has no part 
in the kingdom of the Lord.” Over lost 
opportunities, wasted graces, slighted 
privileges, a sold birthright, there is 
“weeping and gnashing of teeth.” 

Both the faithful servants come 
joyfully forward, for they have facts 
in their hands—talents doubled; and 
both are invited at once into the joy 
of their Lord—our Lord’s joy in His 
kingdom, for which He endured the 
cross, despising the shame, “the 
authority God will confer on Him on 
His second coming from heaven in 
kingly power and glory to establish 
the Messianic kingdom.” So also would 
the third servant had he been found 
faithful. “He has no share in the 
kingdom of his lord, and therefore he 
who is like him will have no share in 
the kingdom of Christ.” Both faithful 
servants had exercised all their facul- 
ties and powers in the interests of 
their Master; the long delay in His 
return had not made them slothful or 
negligent, but, on the contrary, had 
afforded them longer time for greater 
gains; and what they had gained in

This subject is stirring my soul and 
spirit, and has for sometime, and I 
wish to be stirred more and more as 
the need is so great.

What is God’s will for His people? 
His Word plainly answers: “Now I be- 
seech you, brethren, by the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all 
speak the same thing, and that there 
be no divisions among you; but that 
ye be perfectly joined together in the 
same mind and in the same judg- 
ment,” 1 Cor. 1:10. And “if we walk in 
the light, as he is in the light, we have 
fellowship one with another, and the 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleans- 
eth us from all sin,” 1 John 1:7. Our 
fellowship one with another should 
be the greatest and sweetest in all the 
world. We should be one in purpose, 
faith, aim, and desire, and every one 
have the same care and love one for 
another, that we may do more than 
we ever have for God. “The harvest 
truly is plenteous, but the labourers are 
few; pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest that he will send forth lab- 
ourers into his harvest,” Matt. 9:37, 38. 


Real laborers seem to be very few. I 
think we need stirring up. “Wherefore 
I put thee in remembrance that thou 
stir up the gift of God, which is in 
thee by the putting on of my hands,” 
2 Tim. 1:6. Stir up the gift of God. 
“Watch ye, stand fast in the faith, 
quit you like men, be strong. Let all 
your things be done with charity,” 1 
Cor. 16:13,14. Watch ye, stand fast, 
quit you, be strong. Show yourselves 
men. “Thou therefore, my son, be 
strong in the grace that is in Cnrist 
Jesus,” 2 Tim. 2:1. Be strong in grace. 

God at one time wondered that 
there was no intercessor. Isa. 59:16. 
When His people were failing Him, it 
was because “there was none that 
stirred up himself to take hold of God,” 
Isa. 64:7. We should stir ourselves up 
and not wait for God to have to send 
trouble to stir us. Of course, we can do 
nothing without Jesus, yet we are ex- 
horted to “awake thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light,” Eph. 5:14. Light 
is that which we need. Grace is that 
which we need. To “be strong” is a state 
everyone of us needs to be in. We need 
to be stirred up in spirit, awakened to 
our sense of duty—the need to win 
souls to righteousness and God—‘“for 
the wages of sin is death.” Death, 
death, suffering without ceasing, suf- 
fering the vengeance of eternal fire 
without stop, incessant torture “where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire is 
not quenched”! Mark 9:44, 46, 48. The 
future of the sinner is not good, there- 
fore we need to stir ourselves up, get 
boldness, be strong in grace, that we 
may pull sinners out of the fire. Jude 
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23. Daniel “set his face unto the 
Lord God to seek by prayer and sup- 
plications, with fastings,’ Dan. 9:3. 
He stirred himself up, made confes- 
sion. Again he was mourning three 
full weeks. God heard, God answered. 


I fear we are not doing the works of 
God as we should, brethren. I fear we 
are not showing forth Jesus Christ 
crucified as we should. “Those things 
which ye have both learned, and re- 
ceived, and heard, and seen in me, do 
(put into practice continually): and 
the God of peace shall be with you,” 
Phil. 4:9, And “be filled with the 
Spirit.” Eph. 5:18. We need‘a great 
supply of God’s Spirit. Phil. 1:19. But 
we do not need this if we are not go- 
ing to stir ourselves up, work, and 
give our time entirely to God. We 
Should have prayer conventions, sea- 
sons of praying and fasting and con- 
fession, by states or districts or both, 
also general prayer conventions. Stir 
ourselves up about the work of God 
and hold on in prayer and supplica- 
tions until God’s love and salvation is 
gloriously manifested to the people. 
Oh, that God will help us and that we 
will lay hold on eternal life, stir our- 
selves up and fight the good fight of 
faith, endure hardness as good sol- 
diers of the cross of Christ. We need 
real, honest prayer meetings of 
mighty, prevailing prayer and sup- 
plications.

Oil is vital. Today’s tremendous war 
machines cannot operate without it, 
and tens of thousands of men are dy- 
ing in the struggle for its possession. 
Undoubtedly thousands more will be 
sacrificed for it in the coming months 
and years. 

Oil is frequently mentioned in the 
Bible. In Scriptural symbolism, oil al- 
ways stands for holiness. God is life, 
and holiness His most essential at- 
tribute. To share in eternal life we 
must lift our character to the stand- 
ard of God Himself. “Be ye holy,” He 
says, “for I am holy.” Paul writes, 
“And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly; and I pray God your 
whole spirit and soul and body be pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful is he 
that calleth you, who also will do it.” 
The blessing of a heart filled with the 
Holy Ghost is one of the most precious 
promises of Jesus. 

Oil, symbolic of holiness, is recorded 
early in Biblical history. 

Jacob made his pillow into a pillar, 
and poured oil upon it, signifying the 
vision at Bethel of his holy God. 

Much later Saul was anointed with 
oil by Samuel as king over Israel. As 
Saul turned to leave, God gave him a 
new heart; shortly afterward, when 
Saul met the prophets, he was given 
the Holy Spirit. 

David already was a child of God 
when Samuel visited the home of 
Jesse, for God said to Samuel, “Man 
looketh on the outward appearance, 
but the Lord looketh on the heart.” 
God had seen David’s heart, and 
found it His, but shortly after Samuel 
anointed David with oil, the future 
king received “the Spirit of the Lord.” 
Thus a new significance is seen in 
David’s familiar song, “Thou anoint- 
est my head with oil.” More than ever 
the world needs now the leavening in- 
fluence of sanctified minds! 

In the tabernacle ritual prescribed 

by God, as pre-Messianic form of 
worship, oil was frequently used in 
the preparation of meal and meat of- 
ferings, but it was never mixed with 
or put on an offering made as an 
atonement for sin. “Thou shalt put no 
oil upon it... it is a sin offering.” Oil 
was used in the consecration of holy 
persons or things, in thank offerings 
and on other occasions when the 
justified Jew was communing with 
God. 
‘l'ne practical uses of this priceless 
commodity can be spiritually applied 
in that each of these uses is an at- 
tribute of the holiness of God or of 
His people. 

Oil is food. This was its principle 
purpose in Palestine. It was mixed 
with flour to make bread. “I am the 
bread of Life,” said the holy Son of 
God. Many, many Christian souls are 
lean and starving because they have 
not received the Holy Ghost. Oil as 
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cry of my soul is, “O God, help me to 
obey Thee, and help the Church of 
God to win souls to Thee.” Brethren, 
pray for me.

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The Godhead 


One of the surest proofs that the 
Word of God is inspired and that God 
through the Holy Spirit revealed it to 
men is that in the Word God is so 
emphatically found. The Godhead ap- 
pears in the first verse of Genesis, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ appears in 
the last verse of the Revelation. And 
all through the Book, Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit are so authentically re- 
vealed as to dispel any doubts as to 
their eternal position. 


Let us, by the guidance of the Word, 
make a study of the Godhead. Now, it 
is not popular today to accept the 
doctrine of the Trinity. But, thank 
God, though we know it isn’t popular, 
we do know it is scriptural! 


We contact the Holy Spirit, the Lord 
Jesus Christ and God the Father at 
the very portals to the sacred Scrip- 
tures. “In the beginning God.” But 
the Hebrew word for God here is 
“Elohim,” and this is a plural word, 
and one needs to go only to the second 
verse in the Bible to find the Holy 
Spirit mentioned by name! 


Throughout the Old Testament, we 
find the Trinity. Who but the Lord 
Jesus Christ appeared in the fiery 
furnance? Who but the Holy Spirit, 
that power that now takes such an 
active part in regeneration, gave heal- 
ing power to the brazen serpent? 


It is in the New Testament, however, 
when the mysteries of heavenly 
things begin to be revealed, that the 
Godhead is expounded fully to those 
who seek spiritual light. 


First of all, the claim of Genesis 
1:1 that the Trinity had a part in 
creation is proven in the very first 
verse of the first chapter of John, 
which, according to most scholars, is 
the last of the Gospels to be written. 
“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God.” If you have never pondered 
over the verses that follow, do it now 
—and, by the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, enjoy a spiritual feast that is 
seldom duplicated! 


Jesus takes up the teaching. First, 
at the begining of His ministry, God 
the Father and the Holy Spirit took 
part in His baptism, and from that 
moment on, Jesus never gave one ray 
of hope for the modernist who tries 
to explain away His eternal deity. Je- 
sus said, “I and my Father are one” 
(John 10:30). And to_ skeptical 
Thomas, He said, “I am the way, the 
truth, and the life: no man cometh 
= the Father but by me” (John 
14:6). 


Jesus, too, emphasized the member- 
ship of the Holy Spirit in the God- 
head. In John 15:26, we are told that 
Jesus said, “But when the Comforter 
is come, whom I will send unto you 
from the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, which proceedeth from the Fa- 
ther, he shall testify of me.” Now who 
else could the Lord Jesus have re- 
ferred to but to a member of the 
Trinity? He could not have been re- 
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ferring to some angelic being, for 
angels had appeared in Old Testa- 
ment times, and it is logical to believe 
that angels had access to the earth 
during New Testament times as well. 
For that matter, Jesus didn’t say He 
would send an angel. He said, “The 
Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father.” He means none other 
than the third person of the Trinity, 
the Holy Spirit, whose descent is so 
vividly explained in the scriptural ac- 
count of the Day of Pentecost. 


The Spirit of truth! No wonder it 
was such a sin for Ananias to lie to 
the Holy Spirit (Acts 5:3). Would you 
be guided into truth, Christian? Then 
let your guide be the Spirit of Truth, 
the Holy Spirit, whose function it is, 
as a member of the Trinity, to guide 
men to Christ and then lead men in 
Christ! 


The reality of the Godhead has fol- 
lowed believers throughout the cen- 
turies. Cults and sects spring up, 
which deny one or all of the members 
of the Godhead, but never the true 
Church of the Lord Jesus Christ. An 
early example is given by Paul when, 
in concluding his letter to the church 
at Galatia, he uses words which have 
numberless times been repeated at 
prayer meetings, from behind sacred 
pulpits in benediction, or at the mo- 
ments of Christian farewell. “The 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
the love of God, and the communion 
of the Holy Ghost, be with you all” (2 
Cor. 13:14). 


Critics deny the right of 1 John 5:7 
to apnear within the pages of the Bi- 
ble. They say it has been inserted and 
that it doesn’t appear in the earliest 
manuscripts. Whether or not they are 
right, we do not dispute, for we know 
that every word of that verse is true! 
“For there are three that bear record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, and 
the Holy Ghost: and these three are 
one.” 


But let us not let the term “the 
Godhead” become a stiff, theological 
term. Let us not use the excuse, “Well, 
I’ve heard it said that even Bible 
scholars cannot explain the Trinity, 
so I’m sure there is no hope for me 
to ever expect to have any light on 
the subject.” 


Explain the Trinity? No. But can 
you explain life? Can you explain 
food? Can you explain birth? No. But 
you can experience, and that, fellow 
Christian, is what God wants more 
than He wants anything else! He 
wants you to know that your Re- 
deemer liveth. He wants you to know 
that His Spirit beareth witness with 
your spirit. He wants you to appropri- 
healing balm of the Com- 
forter, when burdens and sorrows 
overwhelm you. He wants you to see 
how practical it is to have a friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother. 


What does the Godhead mean to 


you? Do you find the Lord Jesus 
Christ to be an ever constant help in 
time of trouble? Do you earnestly seek 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit when 
you study the Word of God? Oh, if it 
is the least bit doubtful to you, a be- 
liever, as to the functions of the God- 
head, consecrate yourself today to so 
yield yourself that God the Father, 
God the Son, and: God the Holy Spirit 
may reveal themselves to you experi- 
mentally, as your eager soul reaches 
heavenward and plucks of the boun- 
ties awaiting you there—through 
communion, the ear of the soul; 
through prayer, the mouth of the 
soul; and through Bible study, the eye 
of the soul!—Gospel Herald. 





WOMEN’S COURT RECORDS 
SHOW AN INCREASE IN 
MORAL LAXITY 


CHICAGO.—Despite the best record 
of any large city in venereal disease 
control, this city may be facing an 
increase in syphilis and gonorrhea as 
a result of greater moral laxity among 
women who are independent because 
of war jobs. Chief Justice Edward 
Scheffler, of Municipal court, warned 
recently. 


Judge Scheffler told of new prob- 
lems in venereal disease control as he 
analyzed figures from Judge Jacob M. 
Braude of Women’s court showing 
that the number of persons ordered 
hospitalized by that court for vener- 
eal disease during the first six months 
of 1943 increased 500 per cent over the 
— for the first six months of 
1941. 


His warning was given further em- 
phasis by city health department rec- 
ords of venereal disease cases. While 
the total cases reported decreased 
from 15,371 for the first six months of 
1942 to 13,863 for the same period this 
year, reported cases of gonorrhea 
among women increased from 1,448 to 
1,697 


Chicago’s venereal disease infection 
rate of 17.5 per 100,000 population 
recently was termed the lowest in any 
large city by federal officials. Peak in- 
fection rate was 158.3 in Washington, 
D.C. 


Drinking a Big Factor 


Judge Scheffler warned. “There is 
more drunkenness among women.” 
“Women used to complain about their 
husbands’ drunkenness. Now hus- 
bands complain about their wives. 
Many women now working in war 
plants have become more independent. 
They come in contact with other men 
and they drink with them. 


“While many prostitutes have aban- 
doned solicitation in favor of war 
work, thereby easing that phase of 
the venereal disease problem, we are 
finding more and more young girls 
who must be hospitalized.” 


In the first six months of 1941, he 
said, 35 Women’s court defendants 
were haspitalized for gonorrhea or 
syphilis. In the first six months: this 
year 159 were hospitalized for gon- 
orrhea and 412 were discovered to be 
infected with syphilis.

AWAKE AND SEE THE LIGHT, AMERICA!

Text: Acts 2:17-19, “And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith 
God, I will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your 
old men shall dream dreams: And on 
my servants and on my handmaidens 
I will pour out in those days of my 
Spirit; and they shall prophesy.” Read 
the 19th verse. 

My dear brother, many say they 
have Christ, but many haven’t put on 
Christ because they don’t believe the 
promise of Jesus. 

He said He would send another 
Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost. 
Now, the Holy Ghost is for them that 
believe. The Holy Ghost is promised 
to believers, not to sinners, but to 
them that have been born again, ac- 
cording to Acts 19:1-6. The Holy 
Ghost was given as in verse 2.

“I counsel thee to buy of me gold 
tried in the fire, that thou mayest be 
rich,” Rev. 3:18.

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Many years ago in the old city of 
Dusseldorf, a town of Rhenish Prussia, 
there dwelt an artist by the name of 
Stenburg. A Roman Catholic, he had 
been taught their doctrines, but 
knew nothing of Christ as his own 
Savior from the guilt and power of 
sin. He had been engaged to paint a 
great picture of the crucifixion, and 
this he was doing—not from any real 
love to Christ or faith in Him, but for 
money and fame. 

One beautiful spring morning Sten- 
burg was seeking recreation in the 
forest near Dusseldorf when he came 
upon a gipsy girl plaiting straw bas- 
kets. She was gifted with more than 
the usual beauty of her race, and 
Stenburg was so impressed by it, that 
he determined to engage her as a 
model for a picture of a Spanish 
dancing girl. So he bargained with 
Pepita, for that was her name, to 
come thrice a week to his studio to 
pose as a model. 

At the appointed hour she arrived; 
and as her great eyes roved round the 
studio she was full of wonder, while 
looking at the pictures. The large one 
(the crucifixion) caught her eye. 
Gazing at it intently, she asked in an 
awed voice, pointing to the figure in 
the center, “Who is that?” 

“The Christ,’ answered Stenburg 
carelessly. 

“What is being done to Him?” 

“They are crucifying Him.” 

“Who are those about Him with the 
bad faces?” 

“Now, look here,” said the artist, “I 
cannot talk. You have nothing to do 
but stand as I tell you.” The girl dared 
not speak again, but she continued to 
gaze and wonder. 

Every time she came to the studio 
the fascination of the picture grew 
upon her. Then again she ventured to 
ask a question, for she longed to learn 
more of its meaning. 

“Why did they crucify Him? Was 
He bad, very bad?” 

“No, very good.” 

That was all she learned at one in- 
terview, but it added a little to her 
knowledge of that wonderful scene. 

At last, seeing she was so anxious 
to know the meaning of the picture, 
Stenburg one day said, “Listen, I will 
tell you once for all; and then ask no 
more questions”; and he told her the 
story of the cross—new to Pepita, 
though so old to the artist that it 
had ceased to touch him. He could 
paint that dying agony, and not a 
nerve of his quivered; but the thought 
of it wrung her heart. Tears filled her 
eyes, and she could hardly control 
her emotion. 

Pepita’s last visit to the studio had 
come. She stood before the great pic- 
ture, loath to leave it. “Come,” said 
the artist, “here is your money, and a 
gold piece over.” , 

“Thanks, Master.” Then, again 
turning to the picture, she said: “You 
must love Him very much when He 
has done all that for you; do you 
not?” 

Stenburg could not answer. Pepita 
with a sad heart went back to her 
people. But her words pierced Sten- 
burg like an arrow. God’s Spirit sent 
the gipsy girl’s words home to his

heart. He could not forget them. “All 
that for you,” rang in his ears. He 
became restless and sad. 

Some time after this, Stenburg was 
led to follow a few poor people who 
gathered in a retired place to hear 
the Bible read and the gospel 
preached. There for the first time he 
met those who had a living faith, and 
heard the simple gospel. He was mace 
to realize why Christ hung upon the 
cross for sinners; that he was a sin- 
ner, and therefore Christ was there 
for him, bearing his sins. Thus God 
led the artist to the knowledge of sal- 
vation and he began to know the love 
of Christ and could say, “He loved me, 
and gave Himself for me.” 

And now he longed to make that 
wondrous love known to others; but 
how could he do it? Suddenly it 
flashed upon him. He could paint. His 
brush could tell out the love of Christ. 
Praying for God’s help in the work, he 
painted as never before, and the pic- 
ture was placed among other paint- 
ings in the famous gallary of Dussel- 
dorf. Underneath he placed the 
words— 

“All this I did for thee; what 

hast thou done for Me?” 

Eternity alone will tell how many 
were led to Christ by the words and 
the painting. 

One day Stenburg saw a poorly- 
dressed girl weeping bitterly as she 
stood by the picture. It was Pepita. 

“O Master! If He had but loved me 
so!” she cried. 

Then the artist told her how He 


did die for her, poor gipsy girl though 
she was, as much as for the rich and 
great. Stenburg did not weary now 
of answering all her eager questions. 
He was as anxious to tell as she to 
hear of the love of Christ; and as it 
was presented to her, she received it, 
and went from that room a sinner 
saved, rejoicing in that wonderful 
love. Thus tne Lord used Pepita’s 
words to bring the artist to Himself, 
and then used the artist’s words by 
which to reveal Himself to her. 


Months afterward Stenburg was 
suddenly called one night by a dark- 
looking stranger to visit a aying per- 
son. Following his guide through the 
streets into tne country, and then be- 
yond into the deep forest, at last they 
came to a few poor tents in a shel- 
tered spot. In one of these he found 
Pepita dying in poverty, but happy 
in the precious love of Cnrist. He saw 
her die praising her Savior for His 
love, knowing tuat He nad taken ail 
her sins away, and that she was going 
into His blessed presence to be ior- 
ever with Him. 


Long after this, when the artist, too, 
had gone to be with the Lord, a 
wealtuy young nobleman found his 
way into the picture-gallery, and as 
he gazed upon the picture and the 
words underneath it, God there and 
then spoke to his heart. It was Count 
Zinzendort, who from that day be- 
came an earnest Christian, and also 
became the father of the Moravian 
missions by means of which God led 
thousands of souls to Himself. Such 
are the wonderful ways of God!— 
Messenger of Peace.

the darkness of this world. 
Trials 

Every trial, however bitter and hard, 
is the refining process. Sometimes, 
it’s aimosé too great to bear but, oh, 
saints or God, now tne gold gleams 
waen the refiner says, ‘“lu’s enougn.” 
He never allows the fire to remain 
too long but watcnes caretully and 
woen he sees tne gold snining He 
stops the fire, and oh glory, tne gieams 
ot neaven shine forth. 

God musct nave a tried people to 
reign with His Son on the throne. The 
rewards are to the overcomers, and as 
we overcome one trial we know an- 
other and even greater trial awaits us 
rignt anead somewnere. We grow 
stronger and larger in Him ana at- 
tain nearer to tne “high calling” in 
every fiery test. 

Tne saint wno goes down beneath 
the testings and trials is not an over- 
comer. Neither will tnat one sit on the 
throne to reign. But it is that saint 
who has come “unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the scatue of the 
fulness of Cnrist,’ woo will sit and 
reign co-jointly with Christ. 

So it is our choice. Do we have that 
zeal to buy gold tried in the fire? 
Stephen had that gold when his face 
shone with the glory of God, while 
mad men gnashed their teeth and 
crushed out his life with great stones. 
Paul had bought that gold, tried in 
the fire, as his back bore the cruel 
Roman lash, when he was persecuted, 
defamed, snipwrecked, stoned and left 
for dead; in many perils, hungry, 
thirsty, oft in cold and nakedness, and 
as he sat in a Roman prison with 
shackles on his feet, he wrote his 
final letter—“I am now ready to be 
offered up, and the time of my de- 
parture is at hand. I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my course, 
1 have kept the faith.” 

Paul was rich. His ministry was rich, 
and to many folk his epistles are the 
richest in the precious Book. To the 
Philippian saints he wrote, “I have 
not yet attained to that high calling, 
but I press toward the mark (or goal) 
for the prize.” Oh, that I may know 
Him, and the power of His resurrec- 
tion, and the fellowship of His suffer- 
ings, being made conformable to His 
death. Paul attained that high place 
when his head lay on the cruel Roman 
chop block and the gold that Paul 
brought enriches the Church of God 
even today.

the Church, they reap in the kingdom. 
The “well done” is conferred for no 
reason but one—because they have 
done well, for the way to advance our 
own interests is to advance our 
Lord’s. Each gained cent for cent for 
their Lord, and for each pound (Luke 
19:16-18) the reward is a city: the 
more devoted the life the more blaz- 
ing the glory. No servant had more 
than one pound; no servant was 
without one pound. Every servant had 
an equal opportunity of making ten 
pounds, yet only one (so far as we 
know) did so. “He that overcometh, 
and keepeth my works unto the end, 
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to him will I give authority over the 
nations, and he shall rule them with 
a rod of iron” (Rev. 2:26,27). Then 
follows the judgment on the wicked 
among Israel and the Gentiles. “When 
the King has thus distributed praise 
and blame, rewards and penalties, to 
those wno stand in the more immedi- 
ate relations of servants to Him, to 
those of His own household, He pro- 
ceeds to execute vengeance on His 
enemies, on all who had openly cast 
off allegiance to Him, and aenied that 
they belonged to His house at all” 
(Trench). 

Taus we confront our crisis. Offi- 
cers are required for the administra- 
tion of a kingdom; so God has delib- 
erately interposed a prolonged period 
between the two advents, that our 
Lord might be enabled so to test His 
servants, in His absence, as to discov- 
er which are fitted for positions of re- 
sponsibility and trust at His return. 
The Nobleman, before He departed, 
laid plans for the selection of officers 
to aid Him in the administration of 
the kingdom; He devised a plan for 
bringing to light who those officers 
are on His return. This plan is in oper- 
ation at the present moment, purpose- 
ly so contrived as to reveal individual 
capacity for office, and personal fit- 
ness for trust; and—most impressive 
of all—the long journey is now nearly 
over, and at any moment the investi- 
gation may begin. Make haste about 
cultivating a Christlike character. 
The harvest is great; the toil is heavy; 
the sun is drawing to the west; the 
reckoning is at hand. There is no time 
to lose; set about it as you have never 
done before, and say, “This one thing 
I do.”—Herald of His Coming.

food is another evidence of the life- 
giving properties of holiness. The 
sanctified man is a spiritually well- 
fed, well-nourished specimen of man- 
hood. 

Oil is light. The Israelites were com- 
manded by God to bring pure beaten 
oil for the perpetual light in the tab- 
ernacle. Jesus proclaimed, “I am the 
light of the World,” and revealed His 
desire for this manifestation of holi- 
ness in His disciples when He said, 








“Ye are the light of the world.” 

In the parable of the ten virgins, 
Jesus never accused the five who 
lacked oil of being sinners. Their 
virginity was a type of the negative 
purity so highly praised today. But 
lacking oil proved they did not possess 
the Holy Spirit, so it was impossible 
for them to shine for Jesus—to light 
the path of the Bridegroom. 

Oil is warmth. Many people along 
our Eastern seaboard depend on oul 
to bring comfort to their homes in 
winter, and are being warned that 
they are likely to be cold because of 
the scarcity of fuel oil. How tragically 
true that the warm, comforting radi- 
ance emanating from holy men and 
women is tar from plentiful in these 
days! We complain of cold, dreary 
churches, of cold, dreary Christians, 
Many alleged Christians have the 
iciness of an Arctic blizzard. The Holy 
Spirit has also been likened in the 
Bible to fire, and oil creates the quick- 
est and hottest fire of all. Wanted 
now—more holy men and women 
waose lives, consumed by God, will 
radiate warmth wnerever they are. 


Oil is harmony. Even with an 
abundance of fuel no engine will run 
long without oil to lubricate its mov- 
ing parts, to prevent the friction of 
metal against metal, bringing the 
motor to a halt. Tae Church of God to- 
day is a well-organized, efficient ma- 
chine but how terribly great are the 
hindrances caused by the friction 
among its people! In how many Cnris- 
tian organizations are to be found ma- 
licious, angry, jealous, slanderous, love- 
less spirits! Tnese are causes of fric- 
tion that stop dead the progress of 
the Church—friction that would not 
exist if the oil of holiness were used 
among us, for holiness is harmony. 


Oil is power. The warring nations 
want oil to run their tanks, their 
trucks, all the essential machinery of 
a mechanized army. Without oil they 
would be powerless. Jesus said, “Ye 
shall receive power after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” Power 
to do His will! Power to go wherever 
He bids! Power to live to please Him! 
Power to convince men of sin, right- 
eousness and judgment! Power to win 
souls! Power to keep the Army of God 
rolling forward! To be without holi- 
ness is to be without power. Is not 
that the secret of our weakness to- 
day? 

Oil has never been easy to get. Olive 
oil must be crushed from the olive; 
mineral oil drilled for deep into the 
heart of the earth. Jacob wrestled 
with God to obtain the Holy Spirit. 
At Pentecost the disciples tarried 
long. A great price must be paid in 
faith, prayer, sacrifice, self-denial to 
secure His presence. But in view of 
all He brings to the human heart in 
spiritual nutrition, illumination, 
warmth, strength and peace, is any 
price too high?—The War Cry.
